Members of City Coun- 
cil, Finance Director Mike 
Gable and representatives 
of the Legal Aid and 
Defender’'s Society will 
meet Friday, April 25, to 
discuss an ordinance 
before.

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‘Free Access Radio’ 
To Air in Columbus.

In @ few weeks the 
poor of Columbus will 

in broadcasting over 
their own radio station, 
WFAC-FM, 91.5 on the dial. 

It’s called “free access 
fadio,” which means it will 
be operated by -“the 
people.” You. Me. The 
Scout troop over at the 
church, Your brother.in- 
law's nephew who: thinks 
he's a deejay. The garbage 
man who's seen some 
things at the Sanitation De- 

tment that we ought to 
now about, Any responsi- 
ble group, or individual 
wanting to air something 
Of special interest to other 
members of the community 
can do so at no charge. 
Free. 

Also, those who wish to 
learn more about radio 
Production can gain 
valuable experience by 
volunteering to work with 
WFAC. 

In an exclusive intef- 
view, James Evans, acting 
news director for the 
station, explained it this 
way: 

“If a person is aware of a 
situation that exists in the 
Columbus community, 
they'll have the opportunity 
to bring it to our attendion. 
Every issue that the com- 
munity feels is of impor- 
tance will be able to be 
voiced. That's why this 
station has been created.” 

According to Evans, 
volunteer personnel at 
WFAC will help in taping 
and editing programs that 
are of reasonable interest 
to the community at the 
fequest of neighborhood 
groups. 

The key to this type of 
format in a radio station is 
that it is a non-profit 
Organization. Most of the 
equipment was donated to 
the station while the 
remainder was acquired 
through citizen support. 
More freedom will be 
allowed this station simply 
because there will be no 
commercials. This also 
means that the public must 
entirely support it. 

“Without public support 
there cannot be a public 
access radio station,” said 
Evans. 

When asked how Blacks 
can benefit from WFAC, 
Evans replied, “it depends

It has been 18 year’s (1957) since Althea Gibson made 
international headlines in the sports world by winning 
the prestigious Wimbledon Tennis tournament in 
England and the Forest Hills tournament in New York. 
She repeated her performance by winning both of these 
tournaments the following year (1958). 

Although Althea had been playing tennis for years in 
the black circuit (American Tennis Association), ‘her 
skills wer@ not known world-wide until she stunned the 
world by winning the celebrated Wimbledon. 

When she returned to the USA, the mayor of New York 
welcomed her with the traditional Broadway ticker-tape 
parade. 

Since the days of the great AG, women are beginning 
to get a plece of the pie. Last week four women made a 
total of $200,000 in the L'eggs World Series of Women’s 
Tennis in Austin, Texas. 

Chris Evert, the current tennis queen defeated Billie 
Jean King 5-2 to win first place money of $50,000. Mrs. 
King's runnerup money was worth $25,000. 

Evonne Goolagong of Australia won third place money 
of $15,000 by defeating Olga Morozova of Russia, Mrs. 
Morozova earned $10,000 for participating. 

Miss Evert has already won $183,450 this year and last 
year her take home pay was $200,000. 

The top ten women tennis players earned a combined 
total of $793,670 in 1973. Margaret Court of Australia ted 
the group with $180,058. Miss Evert was second with 
$142,949. 

The men still top the women in the amount of money 
earned playing tennis. Ten men picked up $1,439,875 in 
1973. Heading the list was Ille Nastase of Romania with 
$228,750. Arthur Ashe was in sixth place with $127,850. 

Tennis is very popular with young black adults in 
Cleveland. There may be another Althea Gibson on the 
horizon along the lake front city. 

Our counter-part for The Cleveland CALL - POST 
revealed this fact in his recent interview with one of the 
Outstanding black female tennis players as recorded 
below. 

“Margot Antoinette Tiff, a 22-year-old native of Shaker 
Heights, Ohio made history Wednesday afternoon, when 
she signed a contract with the Cleveland Nets Tennis 
Club of the World Tennis League. 


The 2 p.m. ceremony launched her on the road to fame . 


that.only Althea Gibson, who introduced the big serve 
and volley ball to women's tennis, has blazed before her, 
Ms. Tiff, who makes her home in Los Angeles, will be 


the first and only black woman to play in the leagde. . 


Tiff said she was signed hy Nets’ owner Joe Zingale 
after he had followed her progress on the Virginia Slims 
Mini-Circult since last August. During ce time she 
played mostly in Texas and California, 


Zingale admits to being “colorblind,” said he had —~ 


“followed Margot and watched her improve for the last 
year” and that "she is now at the point where she deser- 
ves the opportunity to break into the big time.” » 

Zingale, who once guided WIXY Radio to the top of 
the Cleveland radio ratings, also indicated that he “hired 
(Ms. Tiff) not as a black tennis player but as a good ten- 
nis player,” 

‘Mighty Mite’ as Tiff is dubbed by players on the tour, 
because she is such a heavy hitter, is ambidextrous and 
admits. to..having. ‘two. forehands,' 

Benjamin-J: Tiff, the budding star's father, lntroduted 
her to the game as a child, working. with her on the 
courts near Shaker Heights High School. 

His lessons paid off as Ms. Tiff starred on the Women's 
team at Shaker and at Cal State. She also was the Most 


Valuable Player on the Cal State team that won ¥% ao 


AIAW basketbalk .nanpionship. 

Not to stop there, Ms. Tiff further domexow uted rer 
athietic prowess at Gal State by participating. in the long 
jump, displaying championship form and clearing 16 feet 
3 inches and running the 50-yard dash in 6.1 seconds. 

The newest ‘Nets’ is a stickier about conditioning afid 
works out at least six hours daily at the Terminal Tower 
Tennis Club, usually against Alberto A, Loney tennis pro 
at the Club.

Cathotie Charities Appeal 


The annual Catholic Charities Appeal 
has set a modest goal of $2,660,000 for its 
1975 drive, Clevelanders of every per- 
suasion should give generously to this ef- 
fort, for the funds raised annually have

Black ~ communities engaged in per- 
petual struggles to Improve economically, 


politically” and socially are merciless 
dependent upon the eral, state and 
local governments for their resources. 

These resources are always ephemeral, 
depending upon the moods, whims and at- 
titudes of the larger community and those 
who have ultimate power in allocating 
funds to black communities. 

For the past forty years, beginning with 
the Roosevelt years in the thirties, blacks 
have increasingly and hopefully turned to 
the fede.*! overnment for help and 
resources. 

However, within the last decade these 
resources have diminished or at least the 
hopes and faith in the federal government 
to continue aiding black advancement are 
waning. 

Hence, we have seen a trend among 
many blacks In advocating more so-called 
self-help programs, vis-a-vis the Booker T. 
Washington era and Marcus G days. 

Hisotircally, we have shift from 
dependency upon the federal government 
to. self-help programs, depending upon the 
general response of the nation to the 
demands of black people. 

As the nation hardens its position of 
racist attitudes and. policies toward black 
advancement, blacks revive the ideologies 
of self-help and black nationalism as alter- 
natives to turning to the government for

President Gerald Ford and Henry 
Kissinger have apparently committed 
themseives, and this nation, to evacuating 


some 200,000 South Vietnamese people seg 


trom their native land to perhaps America, 

The scarecrow in the deal, is the sup- 
posed fear that the invading North 
Vietnamese will wantonly murder these 
people because they collaborated with the 
United States' authorities, 

To safely evacuate the remaining 
Americans and the South Vietnamese, the 
President and the Pentagon are trying to 
wrangle $722 million out of Congress to 
pay for this venture. 

Cong. James Stanton of Cleveland, has 
very properly asked the question as to 
where these refugees would be settled af- 
ter being evacuated. He got no answer. 

This is a matter that Negroes must be 
vitally interested in for, in the final 
analysis, it concerns us. 

If the government is to add 200,000 Viet- 
namese to the ten million Americans 
already unemployed; and to the millions 
who are poorly housed, then we, as the 
most disadvantaged, have a right to know 
how this Is going to affect our people. 

History tells us that every time this 
nation opens its gates to hoards from any 
foreign country, they get preferential treat- 
ment over us. So, no matter how the pot 
melts, we always remain on the bottom. 

When President John F, Kennedy oh 
his tail caught in the Cuban Bay of Pigs 
fiasco gate, he wound up having made, 
through the CIA, a deal-to bring to the 
United States, thousands of Cubans who 
had collaborated with the CIA, Millions of 
American taxpayers’ dollars were spent on 
this Illfated venture and, these thousands 
of Cubans were settled in South Florida. 

Preferential treatment got these Gubans 
jobs at the expense of Negro workers, The 
net result was, that thousands of displaced 
Blacks had to migrate North to further 
clog the relief and unemployment roles in 
our urban cities. 


In the closing years of the 19th Century 
and the early years of the 20th Century, 
millions of common laborers were brought 
Into this country from Poland, Hungary, 
Italy and other European countries, to 
work in the steel milis and coal mines.

MLK Bill Needs Hel 


Martin L. King Jr. holiday bill which has been 
bottled up in the Rules Committee of the Ohio House 
of Re ntatives for the past several weeks, may

Bowen, a Cincinnati Democrat, is confident that 
they have the necessary votes to advance the bill to 
the floor. However, he is less confident of gaining the 
a majority vote on the House floor, 

@ result, Bowen, would obviously appreciate all 
the help he can muster from various communities 


throughout the state. Of course Bowen would not- 


make such a suggestion, but in discussing the 
prosheckive future of the bill, one gathered that he is 

jopetul that backers of the bill will voice their feeling 
to their representatives and solicit their vote. 

Sponsors of the bill, incidentally, received some 
moral support last week from an unexpected group. 
The Columbus Board of Education, normally 
dominated by conservatives, adopted a resolution in 
favor of the King holiday measure by a vote of 6 to 1. 

The resolution, proposed by Dr. David D. Hamiar, 
one of the three black members and president of the 
board, was the object of .a heated debate before the 
final vote was taken. The provision of the bill which 
mandates non-teaching employes be paid for the 
holiday, was the bone of contention. 

One member, Paul Langdon, although charging 
that the section represents “financial Irresponsibi ity 
On the part of the Islature, voted for the resolution. 

r, he arg that the cost factor should be 
removed from the bill. 

M. Steven Boley, the newest member‘of the board 
and the only one who did not eng In the debate 
cast the lone dissenting vote. He maintained that the 
boars should not take a stand on non-educational 
issues,

VIETNAM 
AND THE ORPHANS 


The airlift of Vietnamese orphans to the United 
States, coupled with the imminent collapse of the 
Saigon government, seems to have unleashed a form 
of mass hysteria here, 

For a week or more, we've been bombarded with 
news accounts and photos of confused children 
teck..g disgorged from huge planes and “indied into 
the -arms of their American adoptive parents. 

The whole exercise has been sold as an example of 
American genorisity and concern for homeless waifs 
who might suffer untold harm if the North Vietnamese 
take over the South. 

Like just about everything else we've been told 
about the endless war in Vietnam, that's a myth, But it 
gone raise some very serious questions worth looking 
into. 

The Vietnamese themselves don't seem to be happy 
about it. Some have charged the orphan airlift is a 
political ploy aimed at building sympathy for con- 
tinued “U.S, involvement in the war, Others have 
angrily labeled the airlitt a “kidnapping” of Viet- 
namese children, Even Americans have speculated 
about the guilty feelings that motivate the new 
parents, and wonder If the children might not be bet- 
ter off in Vietnam. 

For me, the most telling comment was made by a 
South Vietnamese government official who asked, 
“What kind of a future will they have in a racist coun. 


«try like the United States anyway?" 


A good question. Asian Americans, like Blacks and 
other racial minorities, have always taced 
discrimination here. Who is to say that after the 
euphoria and heart-tugging mass propaganda wears 
off, that those kids: won't be looked. Upon as per. 
manent outsiders in American society? 

! wonder too if many of the adoptive Parents so 
hastily recruited, are prepared for the stresses and 
strains of cross-cultural adoption, and if they are 
ak ared to preserve their adoptive children's 

eritage. The hasty renaming of the ‘a and Dao's 
to John and Mary make me skeptical, 

But the real tragedy here is that while Americans 
tush to bring over homeless kids from Saigon, they 
have yet to evidence any interest in Orphans here at 
home. One of the justifications for flying 2,000 Viet. 
namese children here, is the supposed shortage of 
babies for adoption in the United States, 

What shortage? Conservative estimates of 
American kids available for adoption Place the num.
